Dramatists and Managers 


Favor Sunday Legit. Shows 


Meet Equity Officials and Ask Aid To Open Theaters on 
Sabbath — Stock Managers Want Sunday Shows 
Also 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9—As the date rears for the meeting of Actors’ Equity 
Association, at which the Sunday performance question will be voted upon, the 
opinions of all sides become more confusing and no result can be anticipated with 


and degree of certainty. 


Yesterday the council and officers of Equity 


met 53 


managers and 12 members of the Dramatists’ Guild at the Hotel Astor here and 


obtained the sentiment of these men on 
the question. Almost without exception 
the movement for Sunday shows is a 
concerted action on the part of the man- 
agers. 

» At the meeting the Equity representa- 
tives had little to say. John Emerson, 
honorary president of Equity, did ask 
one question and found that all man- 
agers are uNanimously in favor of a 
seven-day week. Emerson asked if the 
actor could expect another day of rest 
in the event Equity decides to lend its 
assistance to the movement to open the 
legitimate theaters on Sunday. 

Following the meeting there was some 
discussion about a concerted action by 
the managers to stop other forms of 
entertainment in New York on Sunday 
if the legitimate theaters are not opened. 

William A. Brady advanced this theory 
one year ago. Whether it was he who 
did it at the meeting cannot be verified, 
for the detailed facts of the meeting 
were not supplied the press. 

George J. Houtain represented the 
Theatrical Stock Managers’ Association 
and went on record in favor of Sunday 
performances, claiming that the top price 
of the average stock production is in 
direct competition with the movies and 
vaudeville shows. 

All of these sentiments are to be taken 
into account by the actors’ association 
when the big meeting takes place at the 
Astor on November 18. 

Altho two members of the committee 
appointed by the actors have already ex- 
pressed their sentiments in favor of the 
Sunday openings, Clark Silvernail, the 
third member, has refrained from mak- 
ing public his opinion. It is thought 
that Silvernail may lead the detachment 
of actors that will fight to the end to 
save the day of rest now engoyed by 
the actor. 

This contingent advances several rea- 
sons for not opening the theaters, the 
principal one of which is that the 
lagging interest in the legitimate theater 
cannot be blamed upon the actor and 
when the managers commence an action 
to aid themselves they will find the actor 
ready and willing to help. 

Managers and authors, alike, who at- 
tended the meeting Friday all favored 
the Sunday opening and asked Equity’s 
aid in an action by everyone connected 
with the theater to start a campaign 
for the revision of laws in New York and 
several other Eastern States that will 
permit Sunday opening. 

A detailed report of the meeting will 
be read at the actors’ meeting by Presi- 
dent Frank Gillmore, who presided at 
yesterday's session with the managers. 

Lee Shubert said at the meeting that 
he had taken up the matter with rep- 
resentatives of the International Alliance 
of Theatrical Stage Employees and had 
been assured that the demands of the 
stagehands would not be unreasonable if 
the Sunday openings should come to 
pass.

Collapse of Judean 
Drama Guild Foreseen 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The collapse. 
temporarily perhaps, of Judean Drama 
Guild, Inc., is seen this week in the 
statement by Hyman J. Adler, its pres'- 
dent and prime mover, that the Guild 
will not offer any plays until some time 
after the first of the year. The first 
production of the Guild, The Devtl’s 
Sabbath, by Ansky, author of The Dyb- 
buk, was to have been presented early 
this month, according to schedule. 

The reason is that the Guild has thus 
far been unsuccessful in raising fund 
to put over its program of presentinc 
worth-while plays dealing with phases of 
Jewish life by Yiddish or non-Yiddish 
authors. The original plan of securinc 
funds by Sale of stock was abandoned 
two weeks ago, and the substitute 
scheme of financing the Guild’s program 
by donations has not thus far borne 
fruit. Adler said this week that Louis 
J. Kline, an attorney of 1440 Broadway, 
had been put in charge of soliciting 
money to start the Guild plan func- 
tioning.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—A shift in plans

One week's pay 
was owed the actors, but this was set- 
tled before the closing, so Timberg is 
still in good standing.

Claims Musie 


Strauss’ Widow Protests Shu- 
berts’ Use of ‘Fledermaus’ 


Score—Guild Will Aid 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A protest to the 
Shuberts over the alleged unauthorized 
use of Johann Strauss’ music in their 
current production of Die Fledermaus, 
renamed A Wonderful Night, was made 
this week by Harry Cassin Becker, of Dal- 
las, Tex., at the cabled request of Frau 
Johann Strauss, widow of the composer. 

Frau Strauss’ cable to Becker from 
Berlin read: 

“The Shuberts’ production of Fleder- 
maus is unauthorized. Please protest in 
my name to the Shuberts and the Au- 
thors’ League. Please help to protect 
my rights.” 

Lee Shubert, when informed of the 
protest, said at first that Strauss’ music 
was in the public domain. Later he 
declared that he had instructed his 
foreign representative to get in touch 
with Frau Strauss and learn whether 
she had received royalties from recent 
productions in this country of her hus- 
band's works. 

At the Authors’ League it was stated 
that no protest had been received from 
Frau Strauss or her representatives. An 
official of the League said that as 
Strauss was not a member, it could not 
legally aid his widow. In view, however, 
of the friendly relations between the 
League and foreign authors’ socteties, 
the League will do what it can to help 
Frau Strauss if a complaint against the 
Shuberts is received 

Frau Strauss is said to be living in 
poverty abroad, despite the popularity 
of her late husband's music. Her claim 
is that the Fledermaus music is still 
protected by a 30-year copyright. 

Henry Cassin Becker, who made the 
protest to the Shuberts for Frau 
Strauss, is a former foreign correspond- 
ent, who met and became friendly with 
the composer's widow while covering the 
annual musical festivals in German and 
Austrian cities for his newspaper. 


“Lincoln” Cast File 
Claim Against Harris 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The entire cast 
of Abraham Lincoln, the late ill-fated 
revival of the John Drinkwater play by 
William Harris, Jr., have filed claims 
with Equity for two-eighths of a week's 
salary against the producer. More than 
half the cast are asking for one week's 
pay in lieu of notice. 

Harris opened the production out-of- 
town a few weeks ago, and brought it to 
the Forrest Theater here. It folded 
after 11 performances, including the 
Broadway engagement. More than half 
the cast held run-of-the-play contracts, 
and could not be closed without two 
weeks’ notice. The notice of closing was 
posted after the second performance on 
Broadway. The other members of the 
cast held standard minimum contracts, 
and consequently could be closed with- 
out notice within the four-week period. 


“Fires of Spring” for B’way 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—Fires of Spring, 
with Eugenie Leontovitch, ended its en- 
gagement at the Cort Theater tonight. 
Robert McLaughlin, author of the play, 
plans to present it in New York about 
the first of the year. The Cort will re- 
main dark for one week, reopening No- 
vember 17 with Dirty Hands, a comedy 
by A. W. and E. L. Barker. 
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Plays With Kye on Movies 


Seek Picture Firms’ O. K. on All Proposed Productions, 
Using Money To Finance Plays — New Demand 
Gives Television Rights 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The legitimate theater is daily coming further under the 
domination of the movies. Most of the stage stars and directors have already been 


won over by the huge salaries paid in the films. 


A considerable number of Broad- 


way'’s leading producers have tied up with the cinema firms and it is only con- 


sidered a matter of time before the rest make movie affiliations. 


evidence of the encroachments of the 
flicker firms on Broadway was evidenced 
this week in statements from two pro- 
ducers. Al Woods, on being asked his 
opinion of a certain play, is reliably re- 
ported to have replied: “I like the play. 
But I don't think it is quite suitable for 
the movies. I won't produce another 
play until a film company has taken 
an option on it. It is too expensive to 
produce flops.” 

Woods’ view is shared by a number 
of other Broadway menagers who, too, 
see no reason why they should take a: 
risk, when they can have an almost sure 
thing. The practice in such cases is 
for the producer to submit the script 
movie company and wait for 
their Judgment on the matter. If they 
agree to take an option, they generally 
advance a@ sum of money sufficient to 
cover at least half the producer's expense 
in putting on the play, thus safeguard- 
ing the producer's investment partly and 
affirming his Judgment in the play. The 
movie company’s option in theory only 
permits it to meet the highest bid, but 
when it becomes widely known that a 
certain movie company is backing a play, 
the other firms don't bid. The system 
thus works out to the detriment of the 
playwright, if not to the producer. 

The practice of having movie com- 
panies pass on plays is not confined to 
the larger producers, but is gradually 
spreading to the lesser ones of good 
reputation and also the shoestringers. 
One small manager admitted to a rep- 
resentative of The Billboard this week 
that he had sent his script to a movie 
company to see whether it would take 
an option, and thus give him sufficient 
capital to get the play under way. 

The producers’ practice is known to 
have spread to the dramatists, most of 
whom are writing their plays nowadays 
with one eye on the movies: The Dram- 
atists’ Guild has lately been yielding to 
the movie companies some rights which 
were hitherto firmly retained when a play 
was sold to the films. Chief of these is 
television. The authors had steadily re- 
fused to yield this right, pointing out 
that they could not at present estimate 
its value. But the movie companics 
have learned their lesson from. the 
talkies, and do not intend to pay $5,000 
to $10,000 or more for television rights. 
when that process of production comes 
into existence. 

One movie company in particular has 
been successful in getting television 
rights and wins its point by paying the 
playwright a few thousand dollars more 
for his drama than another company 
will offer. Most movie companies are 
new demanding when they buy a play 
already produced on Broadway that they 
cet with it all future means of reproduc- 


tion. The film firms demand this be- 
cause, as they say, the dramatist may 
want extra money for the wide film, 


color films and any other new develop- 
ment in the industry. 

Another play sale condition which the 
movie companies have lately been asking 
from the dramatists is that they stand 
the expense of all suits arising from 
the guarantees of rights they have given 
the movie companies. In the past it 
has been the practice of the movie com- 
panies to defend all such suits and to 
itand their expense, except in the case 
of plagiarism actions, where if the play 
was ruled to be a piracy the dramatists 
paid all damages. 


Actors’ Service Bureau 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The Actors’ Serv- 
ice Bureau, an organization which pro- 
poses to give players advance casting in- 
formation, to forward letters, wires, par- 
cels, act as a permanent mailing bureau 
and make or arrange appointments for 
‘4s clients, has taken offices in New York.

To Arbitrate Second 
*“Courtesan”’ Dispute 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A second arbi- 
tration between Elsa Shelley and Dr. 
Louis Shine, producer of the one-char- 
acter play, Courtesan, in which she 
played, is scheduled for hearing shortly. 
The first arbitration upheld the fact 
that Miss Shelley had a run-of-the-play 
contract to appear in the play. starting 
June 1 last. Dr. Shine disputed this on 
the ground that Miss Shelley had ap- 
peared in a road tryout of the play 
during April and that automatically 
canceled her later agreement. 

Now it appears that Dr. Shine did not 
produce the play last June and also has 
not paid Miss Shelley anything on her 
contract. She claims that over $5,000 is 
due her and that she cannot seek other 
employment because she is bound by 
contract to appear in Courtesan. Dr. 
Shine maintains that she has not ren- 
dered any services and is not therefore 
entitled to any remuneration. 


Goodman Play Flops 

NEW YORK, Nov. 9. — Philip Good- 
man’s first production since his con- 
troversy with the Dramatists’ Guild 
closes tonight after 34 performances. 
Among the Married was a flop and re- 
liable sources consider it doubtful 
whether Goodman will attempt the Lon- 
don production of the play. He sailed 
for Europe last week to join Mrs. Good- 
man, who is ill in France. 


New Producing Firm 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Jingo, Inc., a 
new producing firm, has posted a cash 
bond for their first production, Jingo, 
now in rehearsal.

In A. F. of L. Hands 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11 —Recognition by 
the legitimate managers of the union- 
affiliated Association of Theatrical 
Agents and Managers now rests squarely 
on the American Federation of Labor. 
Theodore Mitchell, president of A. T. A. 
M., admits this, and events of the past 
month have proven conclusively that the 
association cannot successfully effect its 
program of a closed shop for company 
managers and press agents without the 
aid of the A. F. of L. 

The personal calls made by representa- 
tives of A. T. A. M within the past 10 
days on the producers failed to elicit 
much response other than the contracts 
mailed to them early last month. Of 
the 103 producing managers in New York 
Only about 20 of the lesser independent 
ones have signified their willingness to 
accept the A. T. A. M.., Mitchell declares. 
He declined to reveal their names, thru 
fear, he said, of reprisals which might be 
visited upon them in the way of booking 
arrangements. 

The A. F. of L. affirmed its support 
of the AT. A. M. program at the re- 
cent Toronto conventicn. The associa- 
tion has about 500 members.

New Dance 


School Set 


Backed by Patrons of Art, 
Dance Repertory Theater 
Is Incorporated 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11—A new move- 
ment to foster the development of an 
individualistic style of dancing in the 
United States was incorporated here this 
week. Its instigators are the leading 
exponents of expressionistic dancing in 
America, Tamiris, Doris Humphrey, 
Martha Graham and Charles Weidman. 

According to the certificate of incor- 
poration filed in the county clerk’s 
Office, the purpose of the movement, 
which is known as the Dance Repertory 
Theater, is “to conduct and op¢rate 
schools and theaters especially devoted to 
the art of dancing”. 

It has been learned that the general 
manager of the Dance Repertory Theater 
will be Helen Arthur, noted fer her work 
in connection with the Neighborhood 
Playhouse and latterly with The Grand 
Street Follies. Sidney Ross, a theatrical 
producer, !s understood to be the founder 
of the movement. 

The Dance Repertory Theater plans to 
erect a building housing classrooms and 
a theater similar to the one planned by 
Michio Itow a few years ago. 

Otto Kahn is known to have promised 
the movement his financial backing. It 
is reported that a number of other prom- 
inent patrons of the arts have also as- 
sured the Dance Repertory Theater of 
their support. 

The repertory part of the program is 
said to include dramatic dance presenta- 
tions, in addition to solo recitals, which 
would be given in the theaters housing 
the movement. The faculty of the school 
is to include Tamiris, Miss Humphrey, 
Martha Graham and Charles Weidman. 

Tamiris is the young American dancer 
who scored a sensation at the Salzburg 
festival last year with her original dance 
interpretations. Tamiris’ first work in 
America was seen in connection with the 
presentation of Fiesta at the Garrick 
Theater recently. Tho the critics panned 
the show, they praised greatly the dances 
she had directed. Doris Humphrey, 
Martha Graham and Charles Weidman 
are well-known American dancers who 
have given many recitals.

Because they would have to carry a 
traveling crew if they entered New York 
after playing Chicago on tryout, most 
New York attractions have avoided the 
Windy City until after the New York 
run. It is expected now that Chicago 
will become a regular stopping place for 
shows on tryout, which, it is believed, 
will decrease the frequency with which 
Cleveland and Detroit have of late years

The Action of the Play, Which Is Divided 
Into Three Acts, Takes Place Between 7 and 
11 o’'Clock on a Winter Evening in the Bump- 
sted Home, in a Small Mid-Western Town. 


This play is the second offering of 
Martin Flavin to the entertainment of 
Broadway this season and completely 
establishes him as a craftsman of ability. 
While his first, The Criminal Code, is a 
heavy and compelling drama, this Bro- 
ken Dishes is a light dramatic comedy as 
old as the theater, but thoroly entertain- 
ing 

It misses by a narrow margin of being 

great play, but this does not lesson 
its value as entertainment. It may pro- 
vide amusement for a good part of the 
season. In addition to this it will be 
played with care for years to come in 
stock 

The first two acts are quickly paced 
and never once is the pleasure of the 
play and Donald Meek’s performance 
questionable. But the third act finds 
the play gasping a little and Meek trying 
by main strength to retain interest, 
which, let it be said of him, he does. 
His performance in the best role of his 
long career is superb. 

The entire story is told by the time the 
second act curtain falls and there is 

ittle left for the unraveling perio? when 
the curtain raises on the third act. This 
process dulls the brilliance of the work. 
A tighter third act might have given 
Flavin a truly great play. As it is, it is 
nice entertainment. 

The play deals with the biggest eve- 
ning in the life of Cyrus Bumpsted. a 
clerk in the department store of a Mid- 
dle Western town. During the course 
of the evening the henpecked, nagged 
to death Cyrus does not wash the supper 
dishes; gets his rebellious daughter mar- 
ried to a young man of his liking whom 
his wife has refused to countenance as 
a son-in-law; fills to brimming on hard 
cider so that he must sleep the effects 
off; smokes a cigar in the house; at- 
tents a lodge meeting, and rids the fam- 
ily of a shadow an early lover of his 
wife’s has cast it. It is a big evening 
for Cyrus and one which changes him 
from a meek husband to a man of char- 
acter. Quite a change for one evening, 
but the play-writing of Flavin has pre- 
sented it in believable fashion 

Cyrus Bumpsted married Jenny and 
because she always harped on the mat- 
ter of Chester Armstrong, Cyrus and his 
offspring were led to believe all their 
lives that the merriage af Jenny and 
Cyrus cheated the children of the things 
they should have had.

The piece deals 
with an ambitious movie actress who is 
deterinined to complete her first starring 
vehicle, but without paying any price 
Her company is on location deep in 
Mexico, with the elderly backer of the 
film on hand to, so to speak. look after 
his investment. They are having diffi- 
culties. A Mexican peon, who has fright- 
ened away the crew and extras with tales 
of a famed outlaw, Cortez, is about to 
carry off the leading lady, Diane Mere- 
dith, when Cortez arrives to foil his little 
scheme. Cortez, made a romantic and 
handsome figure by Lou Tellegen, is re- 
vealed as a noble bandit, a grandee of 
Spain, who remains in Mexico to avenge 
his father, killed by a native. 

He forcibly takes the few remaining 
members of the company to his hidden 
retreat. Cortez, under the spell of 
Diane’s beauty, consents to act in the 
film. After a month in the bandit’'s 
castle, and the picture completed, the 
company is anxious to depart. By this 
time Cortez is head over heels in love 
with Diane. He presses his suit so ten- 
derly and ardently that she, thinking 
to save the rest of the company, consents 
to wed him. He agrees to permit her 
return to Hollywood to complete the 
film. Here fate intervenes in the person 
of Cortez’s elderly adviser, who unwilling 
to see his master hurt, forces the girl to 
tell him that she is not in love 


Cortez, broken-hearted, permits the 


company to depart. The next scene 
is laid in Hollywood. Reviews of the 
picture show that Diane is a flop, and 
that Cortez has scored a hit. Finally 
convinced of her lack of ability, she ts 
ready to desert the movies when Cortez 
walks in. He has fulfilled his mission 
and is ready to flee to Spain. Naturally 
he carries off Diane. 

The playwrights fully achieved what 
they set out to do. The play is always 
plausible and has an abundance of 
laughs which are neatly drawn from 
character. It does not falter or lag thru- 
out If at the attempt cf the 
actors to speak in imperfect English in 
order to lend realism to their portrayals 
seems a handicap, it vanishes after the 
first act, when only Cortez must strug- 
gle with this impediment. Lou Te‘tlegen 
makes one forget this by his compelling 
performance. 

Tellegen, as the romantic outlaw. 
makes his melodramatic role seem per- 
fectly natural. His portrayal is brilliant. 
Helen Baxter, as the ambitious actress, 
gives a restrained and well-rounded per- 
reese that suits her part. George 
Barbier, as the wealthy backer, gives a

niemorable performance in the perfect 
matter-of;factness with which he makes 


his indecent proposals. William Jeffrey, 
as the indomitable director, Temple, 
plays a strong part with finished surety.

Godfrey and Hiram S. Brown when the 


booking supervisor of the circuit will not take place until at least next week. Altho 
Charles J. Freeman, former Interstate Circuit booker, started on his post as Western 


booking chief the middle of last week, 
Ben Piazza, selected to take the job of 
what might later be called business man- 
ager of the booking department, re- 
mained in Chicago all of the week to 
wind up affairs there. 

Piazza is due here today for his per- 
nanent sojourn, and it will probably be 
several days before he is located in a 
convenient office and intrusted com- 
pletely with the multitudinous details 
which have been efficiently handled by 
Godfrey, altho under a great handicap, 
since his appointment last winter. 

While Godfrey's single-handed admine 
istration of the booking office has been 
punctuated by revolutionary changes 
and all of a constructive character, these 
will be as chfld play compared with the 
changes confidentiy predicted to take 
place when the triumvirate of Godfrey- 
Piazza-Freeman gets going on its sched- 
uled pace 

It is unlikely that there will be imme- 
diate changes among the subordinate 
bookers, but several of these may be 
obliged to step down a peg or two in 
practically insignificant prestige since 
Godfrey and Freeman, as the respective 
Eastern and Western chiefs, will be in 
ideal position to do much of the 
booking themselves. This new 
opportunity is especially important to 
Godfrey, who has hitherto been deprived 
of this important task thru the stress of 
other routine chores with which he will 
no longer be concerned directly. Godfrey 
is universally regarded as one of the 
cleverest bookers in vaudeville and second 
to none in a knowledge of the vaudeville 
requirements of the circuit. In this re- 
spect Freeman is also high up in the 
ranks and for many seasons his astute 
handling of Interstate’s vaudeville book- 
ing problems has been the envy of other 
sectors of the big time and even un- 
affiliated circuits It is considered a 
fortunate and clever move indeed that 
RKO has made in drafting Freeman for 
one of the three key poscs in the re- 
vamped booking department at a time 
when he was likely to bow out any day 
thru the unsettled condition of Inter- 
state’s booking affiliation with the sixth 
floor. 

Freeman has long been a protagonist 
of intact shows, and his handling of the 
scheme on the Interstate has helped him 
considerably in maintaining an undis- 
turbed prestige in the booking mart. It 
presages well for the future of intact 
shows in RKO that Freeman should be 
lifted into a high post at a time when 
Godfrey and Brown were on the eve of 
extending the idea thruout the circuit, 
but in gradual stages. The intact- 
show plan may be postponed for sev- 
eral ¥ week s on account of the sudden re- 
ization, but when matters are 
ate again it is foreseen that it will 
be intrenched stronger than ever.

Grossman-Schwartz Lined 
Up Against Klein-Turner 
in Blackstone Booking 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Al Grossman 
Loew and indie agent, and Paddy 
Schwartz, RKO agent, are doing a two- 
act known as a Burn Up over the book- 
ing of Harry Blackstone magical and il- 
lusionistic act by the big time, opening 
November 23 in Providence. 

Grossman claims he has a duly exe- 
cuted agreement to prove that Black- 
stone’s personal agent, Ned C. Bates, had 
designated him last February as the ex- 
clusive representative of the magi¢al at- 
traction. Grossman got the act a Loew 
showing in White Plains February 11, 
and it has since been working consecu- 
tively, mostly on full-week dates for the 
Loew office. Sometime in September, 
it is claimed, Grossman, in his capacity 
as the attraction’s vaude. representative, 
chose Paddy Schwartz as the RKO agent 
with the object of arranging a route on 
the big time following the completion of 
the contracted Loew dates. 

The fly in the ointment is the accept- 
ance of the Blackstone act finally. not 
thru Schwartz, but thru the Arthur 
Klein-Terry Turner office Grossman 
claims that undue influence by an un- 
named party was brought to bear against 
Blackstone in switching his act from 
Schwartz to the Klein-Turner office 
Grossman's other squawk, it is reported, 
is contained in the situation whereby 
Blackstone leaves the Grossman banner 
to be handled exclusively by Klein & 
Turner. 

It is Grossman's contention that he 
promoted the attraction among the in- 
dependents, and with RKO thru Paddy 
Schwartz, in such a manner as to give 
him the right to reap gome reward for 
his offorts. A protest has been filed with 
the RKO office in the matter of Schwartz 
being turned down on the act and Klein 
& Turner getting the break. Due to the 
reorganization now in progress on the 
sixth floor it has been impossible for 
the office to render a final decision in 
the controversy. A high booking official 
however, explained that RKO is con- 
cerned first with landing a strong attrac- 
tion and later with determining the 
rights of agents in a controversial mat- 
ter affecting same. 

The business battle between Schwartz 
and Klein & Turner will be settled in 
several weeks, it was intimated. Offhand, 
the official explained that among the 
reasons why Arthur Klein’ succeeded 
where Schwartz failed are that the latter 
demanded a route and quoted a higher 
salary. Klein, on the other hand, was 
le.s stubborn about money and did 
not specify that the Blackstone act 
should be signed for any specific period 
of time. 

Due to the general relation of the 
situation to more than one circuit the 
VMA may be called into the controversy.

Interstate Agreement With 
RKO Said To Make Cold 
Buy Unlikely 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Notwithstand- 
ine the announcement last week by rep- 
resentatives of William Fox that his or- 
ganization had acquired the Interstate 
Circuit, it is now learned that much 
legal red tape will have to be unraveled 
before such a deal is finally consum- 
mated. The obstacle that might prove 
to be the undoing of any such relations 
between representatives of Fox and Karl 
Hoblitzelle is the agreement between In- 
terstate and RKO, which has about four 
years to run.

It is now brought out that RKO was 
offered the Interstate Circuit before 
Hoblitzelle began negotiations with Fox. 
The value placed on the Interstate prop- 
erties by Hoblitzelle’s group was so far 
what RKO thought they were 
worth that it became impossible to come 
to any agreement.

Layofis Are Turning to 
Clubs and Private Shows 


NEW YORK. Nov. 11.—With the indie 
field shot to smithereens and with work 
from the larger circuits far below the 
level, both in time and salary of former 
seasons, specialty people are looking for 
and getting breaks from other fields. A 
fortunate few have gradually learned to 
forget their vaudeville troubles in the 
nine weeks since the start of a season 
that hasn't started yet with private club 
work tieups; others are making contracts 
they hardly were versed in before, with 
bookers of chop-suey resorts and night 
clubs and road resorts in the Jerseys and 
middle-class towns a few hours’ Jump 
from Broadway. 


Versatile teams, preferably with a 
dancing forte; girl dancers, sensational 
boy dancers, blues singers and clever 
adagio combos of from two to four peo- 
ple are the types of talent in the great- 
est demand by bookers of private club 
dates and out-of-town resorts. Lines of 
girls are also in demand, but infre- 
quently compared with the others. Girl 
ensembles either get set for several weeks 
or find it difficult to get work at all 
the type of their entertaining talents 
being acceptable only to the few club 
stagers who desire a more or less perma- 
nent background for their weekly spe- 
cialty changes. This composite currently 


serves as the trade idea of what is erro- 
neously termed as a floor show. 
Comedy teams, unless fortified with a 


strong byplay of legitimate singing and 
dancing, are prominent among the un- 
desirables in the newly important club 
field. The comedy combos are compen- 
sated after a fashion by the steady and 
undimishing demand for them in the 
little left of vaudeville, be it independ- 
ent or fostered by the big outfits 

In the private entertainment field, 
among the present leaders are Alf T. 
Wilton, now handling the lucrative prop- 
osition for RKO, and Frances Rockefeller 
King, who preceded Wilton in the job 
and is now running her own booking 
office Wilton is said to have often 
stated since making the new connection 
that he is doing more business than 
ever in his career. Miss King, while no 
longer aided in her organization canvass- 
ing with the formidable RKO list of 
attractions, is believed to have retained 
a record number of big “names” for her 
estimating activity. Eli J. Dantzig re- 
ports a healthy business as Loew's au- 
theorized private club agent, and most of 
the independent jobs are noticeably be- 
ing handled to a large extent by John 
Robbins and Mike Hammer. There are 
many others of equal rank and with 
lesser contacts in the field. and taken 
altogether they represent a far greater 
and more lucrative aggregate of work 
than all the Broadway vaude. indies put 
together and multiplied by two. A side- 
walkful of layoffs can’t be wrong.

the hundred and one details that go 
toward running the internal machine of 
the booking office. 

Piazza, the boy who made good in 
Chicago, will take from George Godfrey's 
Shoulders all the extraneous details 
which have hitherto prevented the for- 
mer Orpheum booking chief from giving 
his full attention to booking.

New Hauling Agreement 
Has Arbitration Clause 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11—With the ob- 
ject of averting strikes, a clause has been 
inserted in the new agreement between 
union vaudeville teamsters and the The- 
atrical Transfer Owners’ Association 
(vaudeville haulers), providing for the 
formation of arbitration boards to settle 
certain types of disputes. The agree- 
ment went into effect officially on Sep- 
tember 1, but its nature had been with- 
held from publication by mutual consent 
of the contracting parties until last week. 


The arbitration clause reads: 


Should any difference arise between 
employer and employee outside of vio- 
lation of this contract, the same to be 
submitted to arbitration, the arbitra- 
tion board to consist of an equal num- 
ber of employers and an equal number 


of employees. No lockout or strike to 
take place pending report. 

There is nothing else radically changed 
the wording of the new agreement, 
altho an interesting reference to wages 
of union men is included. This is in 
Section 1, which reads: “That drivers 
and heipers’ pay should be $9 per day; 
cnauffeurs, $10 per day .. . $2 per 
day, $4 per night, Sundays and holi- 
days, to be paid in addition to the day's 
pay to every chauffeur, driver or helper 
working on a wagon or car pulling a

trailer. No less than two men on a trac- 
tor, or three men on a trailer.” 


The agreement, which is drawn up be- 
tween the Theatrical Drivers, Chauffeurs 
and Helpers Union, Local 817. and the 
Theatrical Transfer Owners’ Association, 
is in force until September 1, 1931.

But for reasons of his own the 
cstremely funny pianutist sacrificed two 
partners in the immeasurably success- 
ful attempt to keep the act on top of 
the precious heap of good comedy acts 
seeking recognition and dough. First 
there was Vesta E. Wallace, whose blond 
attractiveness and masterful feeding 
helped Trahan considerably. She was 
important enough (at that stage of the 
eame) to share billing, too. Then came 
Lady Marie Duval, an harmonious pér- 
sonification of brunet loveliness. And, 
as if it were a conspiracy to get Trahan 
a record of cards in Billboard new act 
files, there now emerges a third in the 
person of the trick-monickered Lady 
Yukona Cameron. 

This Cameron girl is a tall blonde, and 
as attractive an item as any pulchritude 
tourney can produce. Like’ her two 
predecessors, she is a trained singer and 
a beaut of a straight. Aside from several 
hardly distinguishable bits that have 
been added to suit Miss Cameron's feed- 
ing attributes this is the same act as 
that introduced here by Trahan back in 
March, 1927. There's the self-same clown- 
ing at the ivories, and the rather strong 
horseplay between the ridiculously ac- 
coutred funster and his swanky apron 
mate. Trahan has a new number that 
he uses in his warbling comedy.

A fair bill and a short one, with Henry 
Santrey and his orchestra and the 
Norman Thomas Quintet teking the ap- 
plause honors, altho Irene Rich, screen 
star, is headlined in the billing. 

Van De Velde and Company gave the 
bill an excellent sendoff in their 
familiar novelty acrobatic act in gypsy 
camp setting. Their head and hand 
balancing, foot juggling and other clever 
stunts won them a big hand. 

Eddie Allen and Doris Canfield got 
across handily with their eccentric com- 
edy chatter and song, in which they dis- 
played some new material that regis- 
tered. 

Norman Thomas Quintet, spotted 
third, just about tied up the proceed- 
ings. Five colored boys—a pair of hot 
hoofers, a vocalist, a trap drummer who 
clowns all over the stage and a pianist 
who can make the keys talk—put their 
stuff across cleverly to a palm-pounding 
session such as has not been heard here 
in recent weeks. 

Bert Hanlon, following the quintet, 
was in a tough spot and Nis comedy 
chatter and wisecracking won just a fair 
hand.

Fritz and Jean Hubert, in a realistic 
inebriate sketch, put over some mighty 
clever acrobatics and garnered a flock 
of laughs with their knockabout com- 
edy. Jean revealed as a woman at the 
finish. Over big. 

Henry Santrey revealed himself as a 
master showman in presenting his 
“Soldiers of Fortune”, a talented squad 
of musicians, singers and dancers. An 
unbilled girl wowed ‘em with her 
grotesque dancing.

Layout idea considerably damaged by two late disappointments, those of 
Blossom Seeley and Hetty King, and both thru illness. A fast-moving and enter- 
taining cycle is achieved nevertheless, but something will surely be done later in 
the week, we hope, about spotting consecutively three acts with a heavy leaning 
on dancing in the preliminary frames. Business fairly good all over the house, 
and there’s no m. c. Wonder if anybody noticed the difference? 

KREMOLINA with the Darras Sisters are responsible for a dizzy-paced and 
thrilling routine of stepping and rhythmic acrobatics in the opening spot. Technic 
is rather crude in isolated spots, but this impression is dissipated in the daring 
maneuvers of the mixed trio. The Risley-adagio work of the consistently paired 
couple is about the most sensational business of anything near its type we have 
caught here. They have a finish loaded with TNT. Barely missed stopping 
the show. 

DICK NASH AND MIDGIE FATELY had a big job cut out for them in offering 
their long-and-short comedy in this early position. But they are a cute team, and 
an unquestionably clever one. The physical contrast element helps a lot to land 
them, yet they augment a showmanly exploitation of this condition with refreshing 
patter, corking stepping that frequently threatens to become sensational, and 
Nash’s commendable business with lariats. A beautiful tap finish got them a 
Warm parting hand. 


NITZA VERNILLE'S latest dance treat was on the receiving end of a raw 
deal by its dance-saturated position. Such little things hardly bother the beauti- 
ful and inimitably graceful artiste, neither did the injudicious placement deter her 
new partner; Jack Holland, from clicking solidly. This is a treat both in sight and 
sound that the statuesque dancer has prepared for a return to the big time after 
foreign triumphs. She and Holland perform several sensational numbers, working 
in the familiar tenderfoot stomp with Al Ruskin, whose strong point is taps.

By bringing in such able men as Freeman and 


Piazza to share with him the honors as well as the burdens of 
administering the affairs of the booking office, Godfrey has done 


well by his organization. 


It is a highly commendable plan under which the RKO 


booking office is now operating.

Coutts Learns 
A Thing or Two 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—John E. Coutts 
is certain that he now clearly under- 
stands why vaudeville is sinking so low 
in the sticks. Coutts was formerly a 
booker of vaudeville road shows, but 
when business flopped down to almost 
nothing, as was the case thruout the 
street, he took to operating his own 
vaudefilmers. Coutts learned what he 
knows about the tough angles of house 
operating from the operation of the Pal- 
ace, Bradley Beach. 

The town of Asbury Park and its 
vicinity had no vaudeville for about two 
seasons, according to Coutts’ stcry, and 
he started with the Bradley Beach house 
four weeks ago. His invasion of the 
territory with a vaudefilm policy (five 
acts on a split) gave him the breaks— 
at first. Following about 10 days of 
consistently good business in the Coutts 
house, all of his opposition houses 
adopted the same policy. These included 
the two hagises of the Newberry Cir- 
cuit-—the Rivoli, Belmar, and the Ocean, 
Asbury Park—and Walter Reade's house 
the St. James, Asbury Park. The Rivoli 
and Ocean had never used vaudeville 
before, according to Coutts. 

Business began .to drop after all the 
houses went into the same policy. In 
disgust, Coutts closed down last Satur- 
day, altho his rent had been paid until 
March. The Ocean and Rivoli also went 
dark, and the St. James discontinued its 
sound features and is now using silent 
films and split-week vaude. 


Coutts blames the whole mess on a 
number of things, but his principal com- 
plaint is that operators in towns of the 
size of those involved in the Jersey 
Coast incident do not adopt some form 
of working agreement in regard to 
policies for their own welfare.

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Sophisticated Films 
Lose Favor With Fans 


Even Blase Broadway Is Jaded With Over-Wise Stories— 
Melodramas and Domestic Pictures Drawing Best— 
Await Fairbanks-Pickford Feature 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—Since talking pictures made their advent, producers 
seem to have eliminated thoughts of the hinterlands from their production plans. 
Up until recently it has been a case of too much sophistication, and the realiza- 
tion of that fact is being brought home by the kicks that have been heard from 
exhibitors in the smaller cities and towNs thruout the country. 


“Keep an eye on Broadway” seems to 
have been the keynote of picture pro- 
ducers’ plans. What Broadway accepts 
the remainder of the country will ap- 
prove. This is a mistaken idea, as the 
producer of the legitimate stage found 
out many years ago. What was a hit on 
Broadway was not accepted on the road, 
and some of the shows that lacked the 
sophistication that Broadway audiences 
demanded scored heavily away from 
Mazda Lane. 

But Broadway is evidently becoming a 
little bored with the over-dosed sophis- 
tication. Drawing-room comedies, ultra- 
highbrow triangle plays have had their 
fling. This is proved conclusively by the 
productions that have proved genuine 
hits on Broadway in the past few weeks. 

Warner Brothers have Gold Diggers of 
Broadway at the Winter Garden, held in 
longer than was necessary on account of 
the publicity secured from a Broadway 
run Here is a fair example of the 
sophisticated production. Two blocks up 
the street is Disraeli, at Warner’s Theater, 
an excellent contrasting example of film 
production that in spite of its having 
been seen as a silent production and as 
a play is proving a tremendous draw. 

Condemned, Ronald Colman’s latest 
production at the Selwyn, purely a high- 
class melodrama, seems to be the thing 


for the jaded appetite of the Broadway 
moviegoer. Gloria Swanson’s production, 
Trespasser, while bearing certain ele- 
ments of sophistication, has enough 


to make it popular, both on 
Broadway and in the hinterlands. 

Among the weekly change houses, pic- 
tures that lacked wultrasophistication 
have proved the biggest draws recently. 
They were Marion Davies’ Marianne, at 
the Capitol; Will Rogers, in They Had To 
See Paris, at Roxy; Flight, at the 
Capitol, and Harold Lloyd, in Welcome 
Danger, at the Rivoli. Sunny Side Up, 
the Gaynor-Farrell vehicle, now at the 
Gaiety, also has proved the public is op- 
posed to the over-wise talking film. 

Soon Douglas Fairbanks and Mary 
Pickford will make their appearance at 
the Rivoli in The Taming of the Shrew. 
This is the questionable production of 
the year, both on Broadway and on the 
road.

Plans Set To Give London 
World’s Largest Movie House 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—If present plans 
materiaNze London will soon boast 
the largest motion picture palace in 
the world. It will seat 6,800 and will 
be operated by the Fox Film Corpora- 
tion. The building will occupy a site 
of 80,000 square feet in the heart of 
the West End of London. At the 
present time Fox is the only large 
producing concern without a “key” 
house in London as an outlet for its 
feature pictures.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—RCA Gramercy 
Studios here last week were operating 
day and night, with more than 62.000 
feet of film. passing thru a single sound 
recorder without retakes, and on the 
scoring and synchronization of six other 
productions.

ard Currier. 


Theater Monopoly Keeps 
Talkies Out of Venezuela 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9—Another ef- 
fort is to be made by Afmerican interests 
to establish and popularize the sound 
and talking pictures in Venezuela. An 
earlier effort some time ago did not suc- 
ceed. Obstacles to the introduction of 
the talkies ‘in that country are said to 
be a practical monopoly of motion pic- 
ture theater ownership. One company 
in Caracas has under contract about 
300 silent pictures, say official advices, 
and it is felt naturally these might be 
jeoparcized by the introduction of sound 
apparatus in Caracas houses. 

A new theater is being erected at 
Caracas, however, under ownership dif- 
ferent from the one referred to above, 
to be finished about the middle of 1930 
Caracas has a population of around 
130,000, and offers a good opening for 
sound pictures, eventually, in the 
opinion of observers.

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Talkies Creating Work 
For Hollywood Extras 


Production Slump Shown for October, But Employment 
Figures Up—November Is Not Considered a Good 
Month for Bit Players 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 9.—With the advent of the talkies, it was thought the 


use of motion picture extras would be reduced to a 


minimum, but such is not 


the case, if one may take the figures of the Central Casting Bureau as authentic 
October, showing a decrease in genera! production activities in the film studios 


over the month previous, however, 
September, according to figures at hand. 
There seemed to be an increased demand 
for extra people and the talkies are 
responsible, according to those in a posi- 
tion to know. 

It is reported that upwards of $160,000 
was spent by one studio alone during 
the last two months. November does 
not loom as a good month for the extras, 
s the week ended November 2 revealed 
some 4,400 being used, while the week 
ended October 12 better than 7,600 ex- 
tras were reported on the payrolls of 
the various studios. 

A checkup reveals that RKO, Uni- 
versal and Paramount studios were the 
largest users of extras during the month. 

Over at Universal the other day some 
5.000 extras were used, it is said, by Dr. 
Paul Fejos in the shooting of the mob 
scenes of La Marseillaise. 

According to information, RKO used 
than 14,000 extras during the 
months of September and October, and 
while Paramount's extra list figures are 
not available, it is said a large number 
of extra people were used. 

While the majority of the big concerns 
are doing very little shooting, there is 
more actual preparation activity this 
month than last, the figures being some 
) in production, close to 150 pictures 
being prepared, amd a score in the 
cess of editing and cutting, with last 
th’s ficures showing in the neigh- 

xd of 110 pictures being shot, about 
0 less than the current month in prep- 
tion, and two dozen or more films 
editing and cutting rooms. 
A year ago records revealed almost 
hundred pictures in various stages of 
tual production, better than two dozen 
films were in the hands of film editors 
and cutters and a similar amount ae 
the current month in preparation. It 
will be noticed that during the Equity 
troub’e film production figures showed 
activity at a lower ebb than today, or 
even a year aco, for we find about three- 
shooting, half that number being 
cut and edited, and approximately 100 
pictures in the process of preparation 

The extras, also bit and part people, 

well as the more important players, 
may thank the recent laboratory fire for 
additional work this month, as several 
studios are planning to reshoot some of 
the scenes which were either partially 
or totally destroyed in the film blaze. 
Hell's Angels will have to be retaken to 
the extent of 30,000 feet of film, in- 
ng the rebuilding of three sets, it 
$ Said. 

RKO ts reported to be now busily ens 
faced jn retaking the damaged portions 
of Hit the Deck, Seven Keys to Baldpate, 
Love Comes Along and Dance Hall. While 
several of the studios which lost film in 
the fire will retake the scenes lost, 
others, it is said, will be satisfied with 
the payment of their insurance claims 
and will not remake the pictures. 

It is believed there is more real 
activity at RKO than at any of the othe! 
large studios, altho production sched- 
tiles would place it sixth on the list.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—While picture 
stocks saw a deflation during the drop of 
the stock market in the past two weeks, 
it is generally accepted that gross prof- 
ite as estimated will be affected only 
slightly, if at all. With election and a 
market that is still uncertain, the busi- 
ness at the box offices of the leading 
Broadway theaters since last Friday, the 
week's opening day, has managed to hold 
its own. The eve preceding election and 
election day drew enormous crowds, send- 
ing the week's records over the past 
week. 

This is remarkable in the fact that 
Paramount played a second week's run 
in Sweetie, the Capitol presented Flight 
for its first run at popular prices; the 
Roxy, with the new Jessel film, Live, 
Love and Laugh, which is none too hot, 
and the Strand, with Ted Lewis in Is 
Everybody Happy, only fair screen enter- 
tainment. 


The deflation of the stock market, 
however, was felt in new film enterprises 
that were just beginning to take on 
formation. Backers of these organiza- 
tions were heavy losers in the market, and 
hence were unable to furnish the capital 
to advance the ventures that had been 
planned. 


A well-known director and author of 
several short subjects, it is known, was 
on the way to having his own studio on 
the coast, together with a director of 
feature-length films, when the slump hit 
Wall Street.

With Paramount-FPamous-Lasky Cor- 
poration becoming interested in the three 
United Artists houses in Chicago, De- 
troit and Los Angeles during the past 
year, making a total of five on which the 
two firms share jointly, the two other 
houses being the Rivoli and Rialto, New 
York, U. A. is placed in a strong position 
for stable earnings during the entire year. 

During the past year the Chinese 
Theater, Hollywood, was subleased to the 
Fox-West Coast Theaters at a rental 
showing an ample return on investment.

The 
eight regions are New England, Middle 
Atlantic, South Atlantic, North Central, 
Central, Gulf, Rocky Mountain and Pa- 
cific Coast States. 

The Commerce and Industry films will 
comprise vegetable products, forest prod- 
ucts, animal products, mineral products, 
transportation, communication, publio 
service and marketing and manufactur- 
ing. It will include between 20 and 25 
subjects. 

The series will constitute a complete 
presentation of the physiography, re- 
sources and commerce of the nation and 
their relation to the development of 
cities and the country as a whole. 

The pictures are being prepared espe- 
cially for use in the upper grades of 
grade schools, high schools and colleges, 
yet will be given an interesting angle so

Rumors Alive 


Zukor’s Return From Europe 
Stimulates Merger Stories 
Despite Denials 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—In spite of the 
fact that Warners have vehemently de- 
nied any possible merger with Para- 
mount, rumors are rife along Broadway 
that the matter is still ripe Ado'ph 
Zukor’s rush home from Europe natu- 
rally has had a vast bearing on the re- 
currence of the rumors. 

When William Fox sold his interests 
in First National to Warners for 
$10,000,000, Warner’ Brothers made 
the statement that the acquiring of that 
stock played no part in any deal with 
Paramount or any other company. 

The statement said: “Warner Brothers 
have come to the conclusion that they 
will remain as they are, free of any 
mergers with any company, as they feel 
capable of continuing to develop their 
own business in the future as they have 
past.” . 

When William Fox sold his holdings in 
First National he mentioned the fact 
that silent pictures were a thing of the 
past, and on this account he had decided 
to sell his First National stock. Just 
what bearing this statement had on the 
situation was a little ambiguous for 
Warners, the pioneers of the talking 
film, have made it possible for First Na- 
tional to produce talking pictures since 
they acquired controlling interest in the 
company. 

While not exactly taking umbrage at 
Mr. Fox’s statement concerning silent 
pictures, it, nevertheless, did not rub 
the fur the smoothest, as part of the 
Warner statement proves. “The question 
of silent pictures played no part in our 
purchase of the Fox interest in First 
National Pictures,” said Harry M. Warner, 
president of the Warner organization. 
“On the contrary, Warner Brothers placed 
all the facilities of their Vitaphone Com. 
pany at the disposal of First National 
immediately upon securing control of 
that company last year. 

“We have been trying,” the statement 
continued, “thru Albert Greenfield, 
to acquire the stock of First National 
Pictures, Inc., held by Mr. Fox or his 
companies for some time past, but had 
been unable to do so. On the contrary 
Mr. Fox was desirous of purchasing 
50,000 shares of stock held by our com- 
pany at a price of $800 a share, which 
wou'd have amounted to approximately 
$40,000,000.”

Robert Edeson, who plays 
the part of the grandfather, is also very 
good, and both he and Moreno are second 
only to Warner Baxter, who turns in one 
of the best performances of his varied 
career.

(NO DISTR. CREDIT)

One can, without any prophetic ability, 
assure a dismal reception for this pro- 
duction in America. It is out of the 
English studios and about as negligible 
a film as one can hope to sit thru. 
Alexander D'Arcy, who is introduced to 
American audiences for the first time, is 
being exploited as the successor to 
Valentino, but the difference between 
the reputed claimant and the late sheik 
is as great as that between a truck horse 
up against Man o’ War.

But thru the 
unrequited efforts of the _simon-pure 
boy friend she learns at last that a 
wooden but honest hero is better than 
any hundred lounge lizards. Joseph 
Striker is the painfully good hero. 

There is some comedy relief supplied 
by a pair of gossiping hens. The settings 
are very attractive and the scenes of 
Monte Carfo have been beautifully 
captured. There is an elaborate cabaret 
sequence, heavy-handedly caught.

“Shattered” 
(FILM ARTS GUILD RELEASE) 
At the Film Guild Cinema 

Evidently the foreign silent film 
market is fast becoming depleted when 
American distributors must resort to 
showing such ancient and impossible 
stuff as Shattered. Picture claims to 
have been the first full-length film pro- 
duced without the use of subtitles, 
thereby antedating The Last Laugh, 
also a non-titled film, which was pro- 
duced some seven years ago. Photog- 
raphy is bad and spotty, and the players 
exhibit little knowledge of screen tech- 
nique. Paul Otto handled the direction 
and nag given a bleak and unmitigatedly 
dreary interpretation. Film is probably 
the first of those static, somber things 
that have been naively peddied in 
America as “art”. 


Story concerns the monotonous exist- 
ence of an old couple and their daugh- 
ter. Father is a trackwalker and goes 
thru his daily routine without a break 
as regularly as a clock. Along comes an 
inspector of the railroad and takes up 
residence at the old man’s home. While 
the father is at his work the young man 
seduces the girl. The mother becomes 
frantic and breaks down his door. She 
finds her daughter disheveled and 
shamed. The old woman runs out into 
the snow and is frozen to death. having 
remained all night before the shrine of 
a saint. The father comes home and 
finally learns of his daughter's disgrace. 
‘He kills the inspector and then gives 
himself up to the authorities. 

Werner Krauss plays the role of the 
old trackwalker. This was in the days 
before he became famous for his better 
characterizations.

“The Last Performance” 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Little Carnegie Playhouse 


That finely poised and intelligent 
actor, Conrad Veidt, whose powerful 
portrayal in The Man Who Laughs 
gvidenced the rise of a new stellar 


screen personality, but whose American 
career was sadly terminated by the 
talkies, enacts his swan song in the 
appropriately titled The Last Perform- 
ance. Universal has certainly been 
pound foolish in its expenditures for the 
production. The picture narrating a 
stark, concentrated tale of a girl and 
her quartet of lovers is enveloped in 
lavish and leviathanic settings, which 
are at times irrelevant and giving the 
action a pompously decorated back- 
ground it never required. . 

Paul Fejos handles the story expertly 
thruout the first half, obtaining some 
excellent camera work. His understand- 
ing of cinematic values does much to 
instill interest in the smoothly worked 
plot and builds up an absorbing sus- 
pense around the characters up to its 
questionable climax, the plot motivation 
of which fails to ring true, and seems 
an obviously inserted sequence for the 
sake of a strong dramatic touch wholly 
unwarranted. Furthermore, it is no 
longer necessary for pictures to be so 
technical and crammed with detail in 
their court-room scenes to gain con- 
viction. 

The opening backstage scenes, with 
the moving camera advantageously used 
to capture the Kaleidoscopic atmosphere, 
serve well to get the film off to a great 
start. Erik the Great and his deceptive 
assistant are both in love with Julie, 
Mary Philbin. Another youth adds an- 
other angle to the love triangle, and the 
newcomer is the one the girl loves. 

They come to America for further en- 
gagements and the girl promises tc 
marry the magician. Buffo finds Julie 
and Mark together and reports it to Erik.

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“Condemned” 
(UNITED ARTISTS) 
At the Selwyn Theater 


After the mumerous soporific and 
puerile talking pictures with musical 
backgrounds that have infested the 
screens for the past few weeks, this 


latest Ronald Colman production, which, 
by the way, is his second talking picture, 
takes on a rather unusual and interest- 

y Significance. 

It is true that Condemned is purely 
melodrama, we have guessed its finish 
long before the picture is half unreeled, 
but so well done is the film from every 
standpoint—that of production, cast and 
direction—that it is vastly entertaining 
and holds the interest from start to 
nish, 


iis new Colman opus is based on 
Niles Blair’s novel, Condemned to 
Devil’s Island. Its locale is a French 
penal colony off the shores of South 


America. On one side of the prison is 
the shark-infested ocean; on the other 
malaria-infected jungle with its 
Poisonous reptiles and_ blood-thirsty 
animals. Into this locale is woven a 
love story of a convict, who is serving 
Several years for a theft, and the wife of 
the prison warden. On account of the 
impregnable and isolated position of the 
Prison the inmates are allowed more 
freedom than that allowed in the aver- 
age penal institution. Colman is se- 
lected as the servant of the warden's 
Wife With a quick wit, an extraordi- 
nary personality and a vigorous man- 
hood in contrast to a domineering, un- 
couth and, at times, brutal husband, 
the convict has soon won his way into 
the heart of the lonely and brow-beaten 
wife. The husband's suspicions aroused, 
and finally confirmed by the wife's con- 


tha 
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‘sion, go hard with the at-freedom 
convict Soon he finds himself in 
solitary confinement. This leads to 


plans for escape when he learns that 
the woman he loves is being sent back 
to France by her husband. The escape 
thru the jungle, accentuated by sound

lowed by the warden and his guards, 
becomes one of the most realistic and 
interesting sequences of the entire pro- 
duction. It all ends happily as the war- 
den is pulled into the water by the 
lover's convict pal and drowned. The 
lover is recaptured, but the warden’s 
Wife says she will wait for him until 
his term has ended. 

Ronald Colman plays the role of the 
lover with his tongue in his cheek. In 
fact, he seems to be thumbing his nose 
at romance and adventure, but in such 
a delicate manner that it becomes semi- 
serious melodrama. Sidney Howard has 
written the dialog in much the same 
manner, and the coupling of the Colman 
personality and characterization with 
the half-kidding talk has made the fin- 
ished work thoroly convincing. Colman 
has developed a humor in this produc- 
tion that he has seldom shown before, 
and it is this half-roguish air that takes 
the story far out of the range of 
mediocrity. 

Ann Harding has the leading feminine 
role; in fact, the only woman's role in 
the film. Miss Harding is certainly a 
bet for the films. She screens as well 
as any of the famous stars whose abil- 
ities to face a camera have brought 
them success. Add to this the experi- 
ence of the stage and you have the per- 
fect player for the talking screen. That 
is Ann Harding. Her blond beauty 
lends a brilliant contrast to the dark- 
complexioned Colman. Certainly a 
happy selection. 

Dudley Digges has the role of the 
burly, egotistical and uncouth husband. 
Perhaps it is a credit to Digges’ ability, 
but he gives the character so much 
realism that it is not only repellent, 
but almost repulsive. 

Louis Wolheim once again appears to 
advantage in the role of a self-sacrifice 
ing brutish man. It is typically Woi- 
heim and another of his excellent 
characterizations. 

Wesley Ruggles’ direction is well-nigh 
perfect and he has struck a happy 
medium in managing to keep the pic- 
ture away from both the mawkish and 
the lurid. Condemned is a romance 
with a sophisticated humor produced 
with one eye on the male movie fan who 
likes his thrills interspersed with a bit 
of brutality and the other on the 
feminine heart that beats faster in a 
dangerous forbidden love scene. To- 
gether it is the type of production that 
should have a vast appeal with the 
average moviegoer. It has just enough 
of everything to make it ho.

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Tent Show Story 
Irks Rep. Actors 


KANSAS CITY. Mo., Nov. 9.—A feature 
Story, which appeared in a recent Sun- 
lay edition of The Kansas City Journal- 
Post, has stirred the wrath of the many 
repertoire folks residing here and has 
caused an endless line of protests to 
reach the Journal-Post office in the last 
1G days. 

The writer of the article, Walter Ma- 
lene, was evidently badly informed of 
the workings of a tent repertoire com- 
pany, or had never in his life looked 
upon such an attraction. In his article, 
Malone terms the tent shows “gillies” 
and goes on to relate some of many 
experiences a tent-show performer un- 
dergoes during a season. It is doubtful 
if such a pitiful aggregation as Malone 
describes has ever hit the road. Malone 
has explained to the Kansas City repre- 
sentative of The Billboard that he meant 
the article “for the good of the actor 
and nothing derogatory.” 


In several of the letters that have 
been received by the Journal-Post, the 
writers charge that the article was gra- 
tuitously insulting and aver that it was 
based cn imagination instead of a 
knowledge of the facts. The press. how- 
ever, explains that such was not Ma- 
Icne’s intentions. He had taken the 
pains to interview three persons who 
recently had completed a summer's tour 
under canvas, and they professed to have 
pessed thru the experiences which Ma- 
lone described. 

Herschell Weiss, playwright, prominent 
in Midwestern rep. circles, was one of 
those who sent in a protest to the 
Journal-Post office. His letter, which is 
typical of others received, and 
gives one a slant of what appeared in 
the Malone article, read in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In Sunday’s issue of the Journal-Post 
there appeared an article under the 
heading of ‘Tent Shows Fold Up for the 
Winter When Frost Appears on Pumpkin,’ 
written by one Walter Malone In it Mr. 
Malone refers, slurringly and insultingly, 
to the men and women of tent shows 
as ‘gillies’ and places them on a par with 
tramps, vagabonds and other undesir- 
ables, which is both unfair and unjust. 

“The writer has been with several tent 
show, both small and large, but never 
have I seen, nor heard of, nor could I 
by any stretch of the imagination pic- 
ture a tent show quite as brutal as pice 
tured by Mr. Malone.

This Bitter Sweet is Noel Coward's 
first contribution to the entertainment 
of this season. And what entertainment 
it is. And what a grand woman it brings 
to the American stage for the first time 
There is no one in the memory of this 
reviewer who is comparable to Evelyn 
Laye. She has charm. exceptional beau- 
ty, poise, histrionic ability, and a power- 
ful, lovely voice. Ziegfeld chose wisely 
when he declared himself in on Bitter 
Sweet and secured it for his: theater. 
It will likely remain there as long as 
Miss Laye chooses to remain on these 
shores. 

There is very little striking music in 
this Coward operetta, but it offers the 
sort of melodies that one might find in 
the capitals of Central Europe, pleasing a 
smugly comfortable audience. The tunes 
have the effect of making one sink down 
into a chair and drink in the lilting mel- 
odies, watching the while every move 
made by the compelling Evelyn Laye, 
Miss Lave is the third of famous British 
musical comedy actresses to visit us dur- 
ing the last 10 years, and the renown 
with which she will go home far exceeds 
anything either Miss Lawrence or Miss 
Lillie have earned. 

Tried in England, there is little to 
complain of in the production. There is 
pace and a pleasant swiftness of the 
passing eras. So quickly does the action 
flash back and forth that little chance 
is offered to consider the suddenness with 
which different periods are handled. 

There is pleasing romance in the story. 
It concerns the love of the Marchioness 
of Shayne, whose niece finds herself in 
love with a saxophone—or was it piano— 
player. The Marchioness, now on the 
wrong side of 70, tells the youngsters of 
1929 the story of her love. Then the 
audience is catapulted back into the 
days of 1875 and an Evelyn Laye, just 
seen as an old woman, is revealed with 
such beauty and charm that the audi- 
ence can do nothing but gasp. Sarah 
Millick is about to be married, but she 
does not love Hugh Devon, her be- 
trothed. Finding herself madly in love 
with her music teacher, Carl Linden. she 
elopes with him to Vienna, where he be- 
comes an orchestra leader and she a 
dancer in a cafe A military man has 
ideas about Sari Linden and demands 
the co-operation of the cafe owner. He 
dances with Sari and is challenged by 
Carl when he kisses Sari. Carl is slain 
in the resulting duel. Instead of return- 
ing to England, Sari troupes the capitals 
of Europe, gaining fame as a singer. 
Lord Shayne has followed her unceasing- 
ly for 15 years and fins ally brings her to 
his London home. It is concluded that 
she marries the nobleman, and then we 
flash back to 1929, where Sari, now the 
_— Marchioness, is singing of her slain 
over 

While the play within the play is go- 
ing on there is action, comedy, soft mu- 
sic, romance and revenge. Ingredients 
that make for excellent entertainment 
are these. There is atmosphere that in- 


vites pleasant retrospective thoughts of 
the gayety of a forgotten day. Supple- 
mented by costumes that are minutely 
within period, even to colors and color 
schemes, the play forms in addition to 
entertainment a pageant of past and 
present fashions 

The gowns worn by Miss Laye are the 
sort that accentuate her remarkable 
blond beauty. They are the type that 
make the feminine quarter catch their 
breath. 

There is small chance for any one in 
this production but Miss Laye and Carl 
Linden. In this role Gerald Nodin fills 
all requirements. He exudes the charm 
that might be expected of a romantic 
musician madly in love with his beauti- 
ful wife. Nodin, possessed not of the 
finest voice, knows all the tricks of put- 
ting a song over. His work is splendid. 
Playing a difficult part, that of a come- 
dienne saddened by the loss of Carl, 
Mireille gives an arresting performance, 
that wins her the admiration it deserves. 
There are small parts that are well han- 
dled and several that are not. On the 
whole, tho, the acting and singing of the 
ensembles are pleasing 

Coward has done a splendid job of di- 
rection. His handling of crowds is com- 
mendable, for he creates the illusion of 
cafe habitues lolling around casually and 
party guests who are natural, never once 
giving the impression that the extras on 
the stage are just part of a chofus. Ina 
musical entertainment this is indeed an 
accomplishment. 

The settings are carefully designed in 
detail and executed with exacting care. 

Coward's first contribution for this 
season stands out as entertainment and 
if for nothing else America should be 
grateful because it brings to us Evelyn 
Laye. CHARLES MORAN.

White Flame is almost devoid of en- 
tertainment value. The characters are all 
unsympathetic and incredible, even the 
woman whose devotion this play hymns 

The dialog is banal. The situations 
are commonplace and ineffective. Lil- 
lard evidently thought that by intro- 
ducing about eight situations which 
ordinarily are highly emotional ones he 
could build up a play with something 
to recommend it. But when the situa- 
tions do come they are brought in so 
arbitrarily and so borne down by stilted 
dialog and trite phrases that their value 
is dissipated into empty air 

The little comedy in the piece is of 
the crudest kind, consisting chiefly of 
the peevish, widowed aunt's jesting about 
the maid's boy friend, a plumber. 

The action of the play is spread out 
over 13 years. The second act is two 
years after the first; the third stanza 
eight years after the second You are 
asked to believe that certain things 
happened during these intervening 
periods and accept the playwright’s ex- 


planation of them. On such devices 
food plays are seldom built 
The plot is one of frustration. Thru- 


out 13 years Hope Richardson remains 
in love with Don Marlowe to witness his 
marriage to two other women and finally 
to be injured in his behalf and confined 
to a wheel chair for eight years. The 
third-act curtain is as absurd as any 
seen here in many moons. Hope rejfecte 
Don when he implies that he is only 
paving back a debt of gratitude in ask- 
ing her to be his wife. He brings in a 
dope addict to show how wretched that 
slave is and to indicate how deep will 
be his own misery if she refuses to wed 
him. She relents. 

The sole redeeming feature of the ex- 


hibit was the acting of Sydney Shields 
Burdened like the rest of the cast with a 
ridiculous part, the play took on a 
semblance of life when she was on stag: 
Her performance was excellent thruout 
Kenneth Harlan, late of the movies 
could not do much with the role handed 
him. Molly Pearson was adequate in the 
part of the aunt A good character bit 
was contributed by Joseph Sweeney as 
a dope addict. The rest'of the cast was 
fair. 

The direction of the piece, considering 
the material, not thé cast, to work with, 
was fair.

This all-Negro play. the first three-act 
dramatic effort of D. Frank Marcus, 4 
songwriter by profession, is amateurish 
in construction and flamboyantly over- 
written. It does not belong on Broadway 
and will not long stay there. 

Reduced to its simplest terms, the play 
is concerned with the plot of a Harlem 
district leader, a protector of illicit 
drugs, booze and other rackets, to make 
certain his graft by running a respect- 
able candidate for alderman in opposi- 
tion to the white incumbent bent on 
reforming the denizens of the district 
To do this he enlists the aid of his 
adopted daughter to entice a respectable 
youth into accepting the nomination 
By showing the youth how he can help 
him to win fame in his chosen practice 
of the law thru inducing the judges to 
side with him and by virtue of a threat 
he holds over the boy's father, who its 
campaign manager for the opposition 
candidate. the district leader secures his 
point The piece winds up in some 
obscure fashion with the district leader 
no longer in need of a candidate, being 
hailed as the savior of the neighborhood 
and winning the love of his adopted 
daughter. 

The play has two changes of scene in 
the first act and three changes in the 
third act. In the five-minute intervals 
between shiftings and while the audi- 
ence dozed a band played from an upper 
box, giving the whole thing the air of a 
musical and not a dramatic show 
Characters are brought on and off stage 
without rhyme or reason The whole 
first scene, which showed a panorama of 
a Harlem street with its ogling males. 
gin-drinking females, dope peddlers and 
racketeers, was unnecessary to the play 

The sole few moments when the melo- 
drama flared into life were when the 
actors burst into song. 

The players were badly handicapped 
by the flabbily sentimental and crudely 


defiant lines. Their performances as 
such were uniformly poor Vivienne 
Baber stood out for a song and dance 


number in the second act which was as 
good as the best of the Harlem cabarets 
can offer. Leo Bailey and Brevard

showmen find that towns they have 
played before have been invaded by 
motion picture interests who have con- 
vinced the town fathers that the dra- 
matic shows should be barred “because 
they take money out of town.” The 
inference, of course, is that the motion 
picture concerns do not do that. The 
Chase-Lister Tent Show became rather 
tired of hearing that argument in the 
course of years and recently issued an 
open letter broadcast to the towns on 
its route. And since it answers argu- 
ments equally well for other tent out- 
fits, we are reprinting its essential 
points here. 

“It is the contention of the moving 
picture interests,” writes the manage- 
ment, “that the average tent show, and 
the Chase-Lister Show in particular 
‘takes all the money out of town and 
behind.’ To refute this 
statement, we want to call

your attention to the following: 

“The Chase-Lister Tent Show is an 
Iowa product; its owners live in Iowa, 
own property in Iowa, pay taxes in 


Iowa and contribute to the maintenance 
of Iowa roads and Iowa institutions 
“The Chase-Lister Company numbers 
25 people, all of whom have to eat and 
sleep the same as you do. In every town 
we play each of these 25 people easily 


spends an average of $2 a day for room 
and board, and that is a very low aver- 


age hat makes $50 per day, and for a 
week, seven days, makes one item of 
$350. This they ‘leave behind’. 


“The license and lot rent will average 
$75 to $150, which is more money they 
‘leave behind’. 

“The advertising with, your local news- 
papers amounts to anywhere between 
$25 to $50, which is another sum we 
always ‘leave behind’. 

“The transfer bill with your local 
transfer man will run between $25 to 
$50; another small amount we ‘leave 
behind’. 

“We use the city electric current, for 
which we pay from $10 to $25 more, 
which we ‘leave behind’. 

“Thére are three trucks and eight 
private cars with the company, and they 
all use gas and oil, to say nothing of 
repairs that come along every day. 
Another item of $50 which we ‘leave 
behind’. 

“Every Tuesday the management pays 
out to the people of the company some- 
thing over $600. If you are at all 
familiar with the habits of theatrical 
people you will know that most of this 
money is spent in your town before the 
following Sunday. Theatrical people are 
naturally spenders, and with the 
majority of these people money leaves 
them as soon as it is received. All this 
is something else we ‘leave behind’. 

“To conclyde we respectfully ask your 
Honorable Mayor and ,Councilmen, also 
Iowa Legislators at the State Capito!, 
to ponder over these facts before lezis- 
lating against a fellow business man. 

“Anyhow we don’t send our money to 
Hollywood.” 

Chase and Lister did not menticn, as 
another showman has, that film doesn’t 
eat, sleeps in cans, that it never buys 
new clothes or requires a doctor, or that 
door receipts are usually diverted either 


direct to Hollywood or New York, or to 
some intermediate kev city where the 


film exchange that booked it is situated. 

The arguments advanced by Chase and 
Lister are sound and what they 
to say is true. Wouldn't it be 
Mayors and Councilmen and Legislators 
believed them?

the whole year round and new boats are 
being rapidly built abroad to take care 
of the American crowds. Palm Beach, 
Havana, Nassau and the Winter resorts, 
once practically deserted, are now s0 
jammed at the first sign of frost that the 
wide open spaces of a sardine can are 
roomy in comparison. Wherever one used 
to see a Carter’s Little Liver Pills or Cas- 
toria sign from a railway-car window, 
one now sees a golf links, and every 
other former vacant lot is now a tennis 
court. Professional baseball attracts 
bigger crowds than ever before and col- 
lege football fame tickets, even to sta- 
diums holding 70,00 or 80,000 people, sell 
at a substantial premium There are 
twice as many speakeasies, beer flats and 
gin-sneaks in the country as there were 
saloons in the old days. Small fortunes 
are made by peddlers of hot-dogs on the 


motor highways, and the number of pri- 
vate swimming pools has grown to Hol- 
lywood proportions. 


Detective novels and other cheap liter- 
ature are gobbled up by the ton, and the 
sale of phonograph records mounts stead- 
ily. Dance marathons, talking derbys, 
six-day bicycle races, flag-pole-sitting 
contests, championship rocking-chair 


contests and other such imbecilities are 
put into motion to satisfy the mob’s 
hunger for amusement of one kind or 
another. 3union derbys line the road- 
sides with diversion-seeking dolts. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of balls given by so- 
cial and fraternal orders, to say nothing 
of picnics, outings, excursions, clam- 
bakes and corn-roasts, enliven the Amer- 
ican night and day. Small traveling 
phonographs erind out melodies on 
countless trains, and home movies are 
almost as tommon as musical cocktall 
shakers. Moonlight bathing, hayrides, 
hiking expeditions and flying planes add 
to the pleasure-pushing picture. Ping- 


pong has come back into tripled favor, 
and contract bridge has swept the coun- 
try. Gum-chewing contests, ple-eating 
races, flea circuses and like divertisse- 
ments of the lowly are more popular 
than ever, and where there used to be 
one street parade there are presently a 
dozen. Band concerts are a feature in 
every public square or park of any town 
of over 25,000 inhabitants. The statis- 
tics show that there are 30 times the 
number of small power craft in use that 
there were 10 years ago. Excursion boats 
do a thriving business, and the pocket 
flask industry is now second only to the 
movie industry. Three times as many 
cheap magazines are being published to- 
day as were published six years ago. And 
the summer resorts, when warm weather 
sets in, are packed to the roofs. 


With the enormous increase in the 
number and character of the public's 
amusements, the theater has naturally 
lost a share of its former patronage. It 


is always a characteristic of entertain- 
ment madness to distribute itself widely 
rather than to center itself upon a sin- 
gle relaxation, or even two or three forms 
of relaxation.—George Jean Nathan in 
The American Mercury.

HILE news accounts are inclined 
W to view the vaudeville situation 
with alarm and to pessimistical!) 
consider the future of that field, there 


is every reason for believing that better 
times are ahead. 


Vaudeville is still going thru a period 
of transition, groping, as it were, to 
adjust itself to new conditions. Altho 
as yet it may not have been successful 
in finding itself that, certainly, is no 
reason for assuming that it will not. 


Talking pictures have caused an up- 
heaval in all lines of amusement. The 
same thing has happened before in other 
fields of endeavor and it is bound to 
happen again whenever and wherever 
a radical development takes place over- 
night.

Undoubtedly vaudeville will never re- 
turn to the methods nor to the place 
that it held before motion pictures 
stepped in and revolutionized entertain- 
It will, however, find a 
definite niche for itself in the amuse- 
ment world after the present upheaval 
has subsided. 

Cities all over the country, where 
vaudeville was discarded in order to 
make way for pictures, are setting up 
acry for the return of the former. [n 
many eases this demand has been acted 
upon, The spread of such a movement 


certainly presages the return of vaude- 
ville.

Again, with the 
manager given greater opportunities for 
making money, he can afford to invest 
in more productions.

OTION PICTURE theater man- 
M agers could take a good tip from 
the vaudeville and legitimate 
houses and supply their patrons with 
programs. The present system of forc- 
ing the theatergoer to sit thru endless 
feet of “credit” matter is an imposition 
on his comfort. 

But even that is a minor aspect of the 
case. The ordinary movie patron is 
vitally interested in the players flashed 
upon the screen, He wants to know

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Georgia State Fair 
Stages Comeback 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 9.—The Georgia 


State Fair this year made a new de- 
parture. And it closed on November 2 
after a week of the most successful op- 


eration in its history After several 
seasons of semi-successful runs the fair 
body took a step which placed it far 
ahead. The history of this success may 
be followed in the details of the opera- 
tions of the newly installed manager, G. 
R. Lewis, well-known fair and exposition 
manager, who for many years stood at 
the helm of the Ohio State Fair, and 
member of the firm, Lewis, Ronan & 
Ingleson. 

The bringing in of a manager and the 
placing of the management on a sound 
business stand was the basis for the 
change. It is expected to build the fair 
up thru the future years. The moral 
effect has already begun to be felt. 


In order to understand and realize 
what the success of the 1929 Georgia 
State Fair amounted to, it might be well 
to follow the fair thru. 

Special emphasis was laid on having a 
well-rounded fair. The amusement and 
educational features were balanced prop- 
erly and made to fit in nicely. The co- 
ordination of all work at this point 
played its part and was an accomplish- 
ment which may well be laid to the 
credit of the manager. 

Agricultural and club exhibits were 
divided between two buildings, one de- 
voted to the immediate county and the 
other and larger one given to the State. 
The industrial exhibits given a speciat 
building were regarded as the highlight 
of the fair exhibits The automobile 
style show was enlarged this year to the 
extent of being taken out of the in- 
dustrial building and placed under a 
large tent of its own. The live-stock 
show, run differently from the plan of 
past years, brought in leading herds of 
all types and breeds of cattle, swine and 
other stock to make what is said to be 
the best show of any year of the Georgia 
State Fair. 

The 4-H Clubs of the counties of 
Georgia played an important part in the 
agricultural exhibits. This move attract- 
ed the younger agriculturists of the 
State and put them in @ position to be 
educated as to the advantages of the 
State Fair. The professional herds were 
judged in a live-stock judging contest 
bv the 4-H Clubs. These club boys also 
entered live-stock specimens of their own 
to compete for premiums. The 4-H Girls 

rought in their canning and sewing 
exhibits. They operated a model kitch- 
en for demonstration all of each day. A 
country-home grounds exhibit proved of 
especial interest to farmers wanting to 
improve the surroundings of their homes. 

The amusement end of the fair was 
well attended to, Herman Blumenfeld 
having been placed by Manager Lewis in 
charge of the grand-stand amusements. 
It was the manager's idea that the grand 
stand, which has never been made to pay 
in the fair’s history, would be an asset 
instead of a liability if the amusement 
program consisted of live interesting fea- 
tures each afternoon and night. 

Automobile zaces on Wednesday ane 
Thursday created perhaps more interest 
than any other one feature.

SHREVEPORT, La., Nov. 9.—The 24th annual Louisiana State Fair, which was 
ushered in October 31 and will continue thru November 11, operating one day 
Icnger than usual so as to pay tribute to World War veterans on Armistice Day, 


promises to hang up new attendance records. 


So far the weather has been favor- 


i 
able, with the exception of one day of intermittent rains, which, however, served 


the good purpose of settling the dust. 

Sunday’s crowd, attracted especially by 
the automobile races, was the largest i. 
the history of the State Fair, according 
to Secretary-Manager W. R. Hirsch. It 
approximated 40,000. The weather was 
ideal, and the visitors flocked from vVari- 
ous communities in East Texas and 
South Arkansas, as well as from all parts 
of Louisiana. Automobile racing is also 
on the program for next Sunday, when 
another mammoth attendance is ex- 
pected. On the closing day, November 
11, another vast crowd is looked for, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the 
main Armistice Day festivities will take 
place at the fairgrounds, following the 
dedication of the Shreveport Municipal 
Memorial Auditorium, which will be at- 
tended by Legionnaires thruout this part 
of the country. 

On last Saturday there was a big at- 
tendance, notwithstanding rainfall dur- 
ing the afternoon. The rain caused some 
of the football patrons to leave the 
stadium, where the annual Louisiana- 
Arkansas gridiron classic was under way, 
but most of the thousands of spectators 
stayed in their seats so as to lose none 
of the entertainment. The major por- 
tion of the stadium, which seats 15,000, 
was occupied. The stadium is in the 
fairgrounds, and before and after the 
game football enthusiasts “took in” the 
attractions, generously patronizing the 
shows, ccncessions, etc 

The Hippodrome attractions, furnished 
by the Barnes-Carruthers Fair Booking 
Association, have drawn sp‘endid crowds 
to the grand stand afternoons and 
nights. This feature of the program 
heretofore was under the personal direc- 
tion cf the late Fred Barnes, but this 
year it is in charge of Fred Kressman, 
who was associated with Mr. Barnes. 
Among the visitors to the fair was M. H. 
Barnes, of Chicago, brother of the 
lamented Fred, and he received a most 
cordial welcome from friends of his de- 
ceased brother. 

The Gladway shows, furnished by 
Rubin & Cherry, also are drawing big. 
In fact, the Gladway organization ap- 
parently is breaking records. Its patron- 
age started off splendidly on the open- 
ing day, when over 20,000 children were 
listed among the State Fair visitors, and 


kept the rides and shows crowded all 
day. The Rubin & Cherry season's tour 
will close with the conclusion of the 


State Fair here, and the organization 
will go to Montgomery to winter. 

Milton M. Morris was among the early 
visitors, and, as customary, was joint 
host with State Fair President George 
Freeman to the Rotarians and Rotaryanns 
at luncheon on the fair grounds last 
Friday noon. John R. Castle, joint 
owner with Morris, of the Morris & Castle 
Shows, was unable to be on hand, but 
sent telegraphic regrets and good wishes 
to the State Fair management. Dave 
Morris, Milton’s brother, has concessions 
here, and, as usual, they are being 
liberally patronized, as are other con- 
cessions 

The captive balloon of Capt. R. J 
Walters has been doing a good business 
with passenger flights. On the eve of 
the opening of the fair, one balloon was 
torn to shreds by a small cyclcne, but 
Captain Walters fortunately had a re- 
serve balloon, and got it in action 
time for the opening. 

The Whale has also been a good draw- 
ing card. It is something entirely new 
to State Fair patrons here, and is prov- 
ing a popular attraction. 

Altho the rain muddied the track some- 
what in the early part of the fair, the 
horse-racing meet for five days has been 
a success. 

The United States Army Band, which 
gave concerts in front of the grand 
stand November 6, drew many visitors 
Its visit was sponsored by the Lowe-Mc- 
Farlane Post, American Legion of 


Shreveport. 

The annual dog show proved a record 
breaker, with 226 dogs entered. It was 
held November 1, 2 and 3. 

The exhibits are unusually creditable, 
and the live stock and agricultural shows 


are exceptionally good. In fact, the 
agricultural building was unable to hold 
all the exhibits seeking accommodations 
there, and overfiow had to be 
provided. 

Several State departments have large 
displays, and a number cf State Officials 
have been in attendance, including Gov- 
ernor Huey P. Long and State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Harry D. Wil- 
son. Mr. Wilson's department has an un- 
usually fine exhibit. 

A new press representative is on the 
fairgrounds visiting party this year. 
Walter D. Nealand, of the Rubin & 
Cherry Shows. Nealand celebrated his 
50th birthday during the fair. Local 
newspapermen have given him a most 
friendly welcome. 

The program, taken as a whole, is un- 
usually interesting, and visitors have had 
abundant reason to be pleased with their 
privileges. 

The city of Shreveport and neighbor- 
ing communities “‘closed shop” Novem- 
ber 6, in celebration of their special day 
at the fair. Various business houses 
gave half holiday for the occasion. 

The celebration of Stenographers’ Day 
was an innovation this year. It was 
placed in the program upon a suggestion 
made by Louise Stewart, stenographer 
for the Gulf Refining Company, of 
Shreveport, who made the suggestion in 
a clever poem, written to Secretary-Man- 
ager W. R. Hirsch, some weeks ago. Mr. 
Hirsch readily approved the idea an 
made it known that Stenographers’ Day 
would be a permanent feature of the fair. 

*"Twould be an incomplete review not 
to mention the Baby Show, in which 
there were 1,450 entries, the biggest 
number on record. The Baby Show 
started at the Louisiana State Fair many 
years ago and has increased steadily in 
interest.

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 9—The sugges- 
tion that Mayor Monteith appoint an 


exposition board for the purpose of work- 
ing out a permanent and annual fair, 
similar to the State fair, held each fall 
in Dallas, but on a larger scale, was made 
this week by S. A Starkey, street and 
bridge commissioner, at the council 
meeting. 

Such an exposition would be sponsored 
by the city, according to Starkey’s plan. 

“I had in mind the establishment of 
permanent exposition grounds and the 
building of proper structures to take 
care of it,” said Starkey. “The exposi- 
tion should be larger, more complete and 
better than the Dalias Fair.” 

Several years ogo the city had an ex- 
position beard of seven members. Starkey 
referred the Mayor to the ordinance. 

“That is a very gcod thing,” com- 
mented Mayor Monteith. “I shall be 


glad to give it consideration and discuss 
the matter with public-spirited citizens 
who might be interested in it.

Changing Conditions 
In Park Operation 


By GEORGE P. SMITH, JR. 


“The park business isn’t like it used 


to be. It has changed lately. 
How many people I have heard this 
from as I make my visits to parks. 
Surely it has changed—so has every- 
thing else—individuals, our mode of liv- 


ing, even our religion. The automobile, 
the movies, the airplane have made an 
enormous change in our family life and 
our habits and recreation. 

The park that-takes advantage of these 
changes is the one that is on the way 
to success. 

Just take the item of recreation alone; 
in 1906 only 20 cities had municipal 
playgrounds: in 1928, over 900 were 
equipped with them and there were 
only 300 cities in the United States of 
over 8,000 population which were not 
operating playgrounds. And in 1927 
alone, 658 cities in the United States 
spent over $32,000,000 on playgrounds, 


and in 535 cities there was an average 
daily reported attendance of 1,384,782. 

When we know that condition, we can 
realize that even that little considered 
item of our daily life has an enormous 
influence on amusement park attend- 
ance. Over a million kids per day at- 
tracted elsewhere. 


Of course the answer to that is to 
have playgrounds and counter attrac- 
tions in our parks. Tie up to the out- 
door recreation movement and take ad- 
vantage of it. 

The talkie has made a serious inroad 
on our business this last season. But 
the newness will wear off and in time 
its influence will not be as serious. Yes. 
we have to have counter attractions to 
take care of our business lost to the 
talkie. 

The park man too often does not study 
his local conditions. If business is poor,

Federation of Labor has sent out a letter

“Inclosed is a brief history of Labor 
Day with the dates upon which the 
United States Government and the vari- 
ous State governments enacted laws 
making the first Monday in September 
a legal holiday to be known as Labor 
Day. By law and custom the first Mon- 
day in September has become an estab- 
lished part of the life of our people not 
only the members of the organized labor 
movement but of the entire citizenship. 
The American Federation of Labor would 
look with disfavor upon and oppose any 
proposal for changing the date of Labor 
Day, from the first Monday in September 
to some later date. 

“After noting the vast amount of work 
required to secure the enactment of laws 
making the first Monday in September 
. Aegal holiday, designated and known 
as Labor Day, you will have a better 
appreciation of the opposition which 
would be encountered should your asso- 
ciation seriously undertake a campaign 
to have the laws of the various States 
and of the Federal Government amended

He 
has given to the Palace an act which, 
with several easily recalled exceptions, Is 
one of the finest of its kind shown here 
in a span of at least four seasons. The 
danseuse Ledova' is firmly established as 
one of the most promising of our younger 
gamb artistes. With the superb preduc- 
tion on which her efforts are mounted 
here she shows up to the utmost ad- 
vantage. Her reclaimed partner, Ivan 
Luttman, a'so sparkles as a peer of 
classic-style dancing in the perfect 
setting provided for his efforts. And to 
make the affair a thorogoing success, 
there have been added the piano team 
par exce’lence of the Vivanos and an 
octet of colored warble artistes (six men 
and two women) who do spirituels as if 
inspired by the masterful stacing strokes

It’s RKO’s own, and excellent beyond 
casual description. That means they'll

It seems as 
if we were home again. What's that? 
Homesick? Well, not much. Could do 
with a trip back there tho for a vaca- 
tion. We probably will take a flying 
trip back some week in the new year 
before we take up our engagements on 
our second year over here. Would like 
to thank all concerned for the prompt 
delivery of our dear friend, The Bill- 
board. With every good wish and with 
kindest personal regards, we are very 
truly yours.”

Upper Peninsula © 
Fair Dates Chosen 


Association Meets at Mar- 


quette, Mich.—Turnbull 
New President 


MARQUETTE, Mich., Nov. 9.— Dates 
for 1930 county fairs in the upper 
peninsula were set at the annual meet- 
ing of the Upper Peninsula Fair Secre- 
taries’ Association held here. That is, 
the dates were tentatively chosen 
pending the result of a meeting of the 
upper peninsula fair board in Escanaba. 
If the U. P. State board decides to ad- 
vance the dates of that fair to the third 
week in 
will be called together at another meet- 
ing and it was declared new dates will 
be selected for the county fairs. h, 
however, the U. P. State fair board 
accepts the dates—September 15 to 20— 
set for that fair at the Marquette meet- 
ing other dates will stand as is. 

The dates decided upon were. 

Gogebic, Ironwood—August 19 to 22. 

Luce, Newberry—August 26 to 28. 

Marquette and Iron—September 2 to 6. 

Schoolcraft, Alger and Chippewa—Sep- 
tember 9 to 12 

U. P. State Fair, Escanaba—Septem- 
ber 15 to 20 

Houghton—September 23 to 26. 

While it was apparent that most of 
the county fair officials were “loaded” 
to go to the mat in protest over the 
proposed change in the dates of the 
U. P. State Fair, there were no verbal

fireworks. The subject was not opened 
for discussion because George Harvey, 
of Escanaba, secretary of the U. P 


State Fair, declared that there would be 
nothing to report concerning dates of 
that fair until its board meeting in Es- 
canaba. He asserted that he did not 
know what the U. P. fair board would 
do about the dates and refrained from 
expressing his own ideas on the subject. 

Mr. Harvey reported that, altho the 
attendance this year at the U. P. Statey 
Fair was less than it was last year, 
receipts were greater and the expenses 
were about the same. He said $%7,80u 
was spent for horse races and $2,000 for 
auto races. The auto races, he declared, 
were a failure. 

State Senator Charles W. Richardson, 
of Marquette, in a brief talk to the fair 
Officials after their noon luncheon in 
the Marquette Club, intimated quite 
plainly that the State Legislature, in 
his opinion, will not appropriate money 
to make up deficits from the Upper 
Peninsula State Fair in Escanaba if it 
develops that that fair injures county 
fairs in the peninsula. 

Senator Richardson declared that the 
principal reason the Legislature voted 
money for the U. P. State Fair two 
years ago was its understanding that 
the Escanaba fair would be held after 
the county fairs and would be a clearing 
house for premium-winning stock and 
other exhibits from those fairs. It was 
argued, he said, that in this manner 
exhibit competition between counties 
would be developed and, as a result, all 
county fairs would benefit. 

“The Legislature is ready to help out 
the Upper Peninsula State Fair,” de- 
clared Senator Richardson, “just the 
Same as Our county boards come to the 
assistance of Our county fairs when 
there is a deficit. If weather condi- 
tions are not good and attendance at 
the Upper Peninsula State Fair is small 
the Legislature will help out.” 

The fair officers voted to hold their 
1930 meeting in Newberry, and John 
Turnbull, of that city, was elected 
president of the association, succeeding 
H. E. Perkins, of Marquette. James G. 
Wells, of Marquette, was re-elected 
secretary.

start of the play, it is hard to believe 

one’s eyes. 

The play commences in 1784 with the 
impoverished Pettigrew family awaiting 
the arrival from America of Peter 
Standish, a wealthy cousin who is to 
marry the daughter, Kate, and lay a 
settlement upon the family. From there 
the next scene goes into 1928, with Peter 
Standish, a young New Yorker in love 
with the past, instilling fear of his mind 
into the hearts of his fiancee and his 
ambassador because of his antics in 
poring thru the records of the Petti- 
grew family. He believes he is living in 
that ace. and once again we are con- 
tinued with the first scene, the arrival 
from America of Peter Standish 

From there on the play becomes vague, 
with it always uncertain just who is 
who, whether the impersonator is Peter 
Standish of 1784 or 1928. The dialog 
given to Peter early in the second act 
relieves the situation. and it is evident 
that Peter, the 1928 edition, is simply 
dreaming wild dreams of living among 
the dead souls to whom he gerrew so 
close. Then Balderston does what every 
student of history since the beginning 
of time has itched to do; meddled a 
trifle with history and throws Peter into 
a love with the wrong girl, that is the 
girl he did not marry, according to the 
records. 

We come back from the past and find 
Peter, of the foggy mind, still in love 
with Helen Pettigrew, the shadow from 
the past. He is determined to live alone 


in the old house in Berkeley Square and 
forget his fiancee. Here again Balderston 
is somewhat off, for, altho it 
able that a person can fall in love with 
a historical character, it is hardly feas- 
ible that their present life would be 
entirely rearranged to suit such an in- 
tangible affection. That is unless Bal- 
derston meant to create the impression 
that his love for the past sickened be- 
yond repair the mind of Peter Standish. 

During the second act when Peter is 
roaming thru the mellow times of the 
late 18th Century the play is very amus- 
ing. Language of the forgotten day is 
employed, but Peter talks 1928 New 
Yorkese and quotes men who have not 
as yet beer born. There are many in- 
telligent guffaws placed in this act. 

The cast is well chosen. The direction 
excellent, the costumes minutely correct 
and colorful and the whole atmosphere 
pleasantly mellow. Leslie Howard’s per- 
formance in a very hard role is near 
perfection. Margalo Gillmore contributes 
an excellent performance, as does Alice 
John, who creates a perfect impression 
of a Queen Anne lady stepped down from 
the frame of a picture. Valerie Taylor 
is satisfactory. Brian Gilmour seems to 
try too hard to be clumsy, but perhaps 
he does have to try, for rarely does he 
exit without noisily bumping something. 
Tarver Penna does a gentleman of the 
era, with careful attention to his duty. 
His interpretation is sincere. 

The costumes and musty setting are 
both a picture to be remembered. 

Berkeley Square is mostly Leslie How- 
ard, and for this alone it is agreeable 
entertainment.

BOSTON, Nov. 9.—En route to Broad- 
way Jack Donahue is offering his home 
town a pre-Broadway glimpse of his new 
show, Carry On, at the Shubert Theater.

Lily Damita, screen star. 


Despite Bobby Connolly’s staging, 
Joseph Urban’s scenery and Charles 
LeMaire’s costumes, the show lacks the 


sumptuous Ziegfeld touch. The book, 
by Fred Thompson and Jack Donahue, is 
as obvious as the hackneyed war story.

depend in the making of accurate pic- 

tures 

Major Pease explained the object of 
the actors’ body and just what will be 
accomplished for its membership as well 
as the producers, by saying: 

‘The jdea is that there is a limited 
number of such talented players with 
long stage and screen experience and 
extensive repertoires, and who, when 
specific attention is called to them at 
the time of casting for a picture, are 
invariably chosen. 

“Hitherto, owing to such players not 
desiring to go in heavily for representa- 
tion costs, they have often missed a 
great deal of work. It is impossible for 
any one to be in two places at one and 
the same time; it is equally impossible 
for a casting director to recall all his 
good players on the instant. Phone 
calls often get lost in the shuffle. 
Messages and studio calls often fail to 
get properly transmitted in hotels and 
homes and s0 good men often lose good 
parts they might otherwise obtain thru 
proper and timely representation. 

“By pooling their expenses, maintain- 
ing a day and night phone service and 
by the sale of their services somewhat 
en bloc, they expect to secure a larger 
average of work thru the association 
than thru their own individual efforts 
Also by being handled as a group and 
with but a single clearing office, the 
service offered by the association will 
be of great assistance to casting di- 
rectors.” 

Major Pease also explained the aims 
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and purposes of the technical directors 
stating: “Only those whose pro- 
fessional abilities have been authenti- 
cated by the association, and whose certi- 
fications by way of citizenship papers, 
passports, military records, military 
citations, college and university degrees, 
official papers of identification and 
professional records, are members These 
identifying documents are on file in the 
association’s office, where they may be 
referred to at any time.”

what further action to take in regulating 
the affairs of agents. 

Another question that has long hung 
fire—that of drawing up a new set of 
rules for the business conduct of agents 
and producers—will also be left in 
Piazza's hands. The former Chicago 
executive will also decide on the future 
of the agent-producers’ Board of Arbitra- 
tion, sitting in with Norman E. Manwar- 
ine and his associates on the board for 
consideration of the question. 

While Piazza will be regarded from the 
outside strictly as a non-booking office 
chief, in the tentative plans now being 
drawn for the running of the office by 
Piazza, Godfrey and Freeman allowances 
are expected to be made for Piazza as- 
sisting in booking where his knowledge 
and experience are needed most. How- 
ever cheerful the situation may look, it 
still remains as a fact that RKO is sadly 
short on booking talent. It is likely that 
with the new apportionment of the key 
booking jobs greater attention will be 
paid to the development of the younger 
element in the office into good booking 
timber. Almost every personne! shifting 
move made by Godfrey thus far has been 
in the direction of encouraging the 
juniors 

It is not unlikely that Johnny Collins, 
now reduced to a scouting job, will yet 
get back on the pencil end of an impor- 
tant booking coluinn, but meanwhile the 
talk of the office is Collins’ tough break 
of getting in hot water with Godfrey and 
Brown at a time when he might have 
been in line “for something big”. Collins 
is down, but slaguistically he isn't out, 
and his friends predict that if nothing 
untoward happens he will slip into a 
major booking job soon. It has been con- 
clusively proved by the events of the last 
several weeks that Godfrey bears Collins 
no persona! animosity, and this certainly 
applies to President Hiram S. Brown, who 
took Collins back after stating that he 
was out for good. Outside ef Godfrey. 
Freeman and a surprisingly few others 
there are none in the RKO office who 
excel Collins as a booker.

“What the Midwest office needs most.” 
said Piazza before his departure for the 
East, “is more houses on its books. With 
a sufficient number of houses to give an 
adequate consecutive route a_ better 
quality of acts would be attracted and 
business would increase. We are work- 
ing toward that end.”

will also concern itself with a plan of 
action for the vaudeville actors’ union. 
The recent Toronto convention. of the 
recognized labor groups did not result 
in the granting of a charter to the 
A. U. of A., but Phillips personally re- 


ceived much encouragement there from 
the labor leaders of the country, as well 
as those from Canada. The Trades and 
Labor Congress of Canada is behind the 
A. U. of A., and so asserted itself in no 
uncertain terms in a recent communica- 
tion to Phillips from James Simpson, its 
vice-president, secretary and treasurer. 
In his pledge of moral support, Simpson 
is said to have spoken for W. J. Storey, 
its president. 

The A. U. of A. is in a position to 
secure a so-called federal charter from 
the A. F. of L., but its leaders are 
withholding any action on this angle, 
looking instead toward a Four A's af- 
filiation, which will give the now unaf- 
fillated group an international scope of 
action and impliedly greater power in 
its aim to organize the vaudeville field. 

While Phillips was reticent in dis- 
cussing this angle of his task, it has 
been learned that some hitherto un- 
suspected loophole has been found in 
the constitutional construction of the 
Four A’s which will make it possible for 
the A. U. of A. to affiliate itself officially 
with organized labor and avoid the un- 
pleusantness of friction or opposition 
with the enigmatically fashioned Mount- 
ford organization. It is reported that 
Phillips’ conferences with Dullzell and 
Gillmere, and with Green in Washington, 
are closely related to this highly inter- 
esting feature of the situation. 

Phillips declared that the A. U. of A. 
is well fortified financially, adding: “If 
we should not collect another penny, we 
could carry on the fight for several 
years.” There are 3,200 active members, 
that is, those fully paid up in dues and 
other obligations. The paper member- 
ship of the organization is between 7,000 
and 8,000, this approximate total taking 
in applicants and former members who 
have allowed their status to lapse be- 
cause Of unpaid dues. There has not 
been an audit in three months, and this 
makes it difficult to ascertain the actual 
strength of the paper membership. An 
audit will take place within a month, 
however, Phillips stated. 

With the closing of the New York 
office, Bob Talbert, its former head, wi'l 
confine his work to Chicago, and will 
shortly be designated as the recording 
secretary. Major Irwin L. White, who 
has been in charge here for several 
weeks in the absence of Talbert, is being 
shifted to the West Coast. He will estab- 
lish an office in one of the larger cities 
of that section, and will prosecute his 
organization work in every branch of 
the show business, not interfering, of 
course, with Equity. 

In order to facilitate the concentra- 
tion of the A. U. of A.’s funds on or- 
ganization work, every subordinate of- 
ficial of the outfit has consented to work 
gratuitously. Phillips remains as the 
only salaried worker, altho it was in- 
timated by one of his colleagues that 
he has often been asked to take an in- 
crease, but has persisted in his desire 
to remain on a very modest stipend 

Phillips states that the union is now 
fighting for three specific reforms, these 
being: 

1. Elimination entirely of free show- 
ings of acts under any circumstances. 

2. Doing away with all benefits and 
free appearances of a similar char- 
acter, except those approved by the 
organization. 

3. Revolutionizing the club booking 
field, either thru force of numbers or 
State legislation, so that agents should 
receive no more than a straight five 
per cent commission for putting on a 
show. 

In regard to the third reform, Phillips 
explained that present conditions are 
such in many parts of the country, par- 
ticularly in the larger cities, that club 
bookers frequently pay acts a total of 
less than 25 per cent of what they re- 
ceive for a private entertainment date 

Carrying some significance about the 
A. U. of A.’s position in the labor field 
was Phillips’ parting statement: 

“Performers are coming to the realiza- 
tion that there is only one organization 
which can right the many wrongs now 
surrounding them, and that must be an 
organization for the actor and governed 
by the actor. We believe we, the Actors’ 
Union of America, have such an or- 
ganization.” 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—At the board of 
directors’ meeting of the Actors’ Union 
Thursday night the organization's future 
activities were discussed, but no definite 
plans were made public, it being deemed 
best to defer an announcement until a 
later date.
